THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Bristol, in the County 


of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said Bristol on Tuesday, the eleventh (11) day of 
March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose one Selectman for the term of three 
years, and choose all other necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing, and choose one Delegate to the Consti- 
tutional Convention. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the year ensuing, and 
make appropriation of the same. 


3. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
for the support of Highways and Bridges for the year 
ensuing, and make appropriation of the same. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
nineteen hundred dollars ($1,900.00), the State Highway 
Department’s estimate for Trunk Line Maintenance for 
the year ensuing, and raise the sum of two thousand 
dollars (2,000.00), the State Highway Department’s esti- 
mate for State Aid Maintenance for the year ensuing, and 
make appropriation of the same. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to ask for State Aid 
for new construction road, and if so to raise the sum of 
twenty-four hundred sixty-nine and 37-100 dollars ($2,- 
469.37) and make appropriation of the same. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise, instead of 
setting aside from the regular Highway money, the sum

required by law, for the purpose of permanent improve- 
ment ($1,646.25), and an additional sum of one thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00) for said permanent improvement, with 
recommendation that same be expended on the highway 
on the westerly side of Newfound Lake, and make appro- 
priation of the same. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
one hundred and fifty dollars($150.00) for the observance 
of Memorial Day, and make appropriation of the same. 


8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for maintenance and construction of Sidewalks for 
the ensuing year, and make appropriation of the same. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
five hundred dollars ($500.00) for the purpose of con- 
tinuing the cost of control of the White Pine Blister Rust 
in the Town of Bristol, and make appropriation of the 
same.’ 


10. Agreeably to vote of the Town at the annual 
meeting March 8, 1921, to elect five (5) members of the 
Budget Committee for a term of three years, and fill any 
vacancies in said committee. 


11. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise, for the joint construction with the Town of Hill, 
for a new Bridge over Smith’s River, commonly known 
as “High Bridge,” and make appropriation of the same. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
highway and bridge, in Bristol, located near the Fred 
Patten homestead (westerly side) on Smith River High- 
way, the said highway and bridge to be discontinued, 
known as the upper bridge and highway, and leading 
from the main highway, to and into the Town of Hill. 


13. To see if the Town of Bristol will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
to assist the Park Commission in fixing up the Grand 
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Stand in Kelley Park, and for other needed improve- 
ments, or to obtain the money in some other manner. 


14. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for maintenance and construction of Sewers, and 
make appropriation of the same. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to elect the Park 
Commissioners instead of their being appointed. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to have the 
Selectmen appoint a Police Officer instead of electing 
one for the ensuing year 1930. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to recind the vote, 
passed March 13, 1928, authorizing the Selectmen to sell 
and execute deed of small lot of land located corner of 
Green Street and Hillside Avenue. 


18. To see what, if any, action the Town will take 
with reference to the discontinuance of Moore’s Mills 
Cemetery, so-called, and the removal of the bodies buried 
in said cemetery, and the reinterment thereof, and the 
removal and the resetting of any monuments, grave- 
stones and other appurtenances attached to the graves 
in said cemetery. 


19. To see whether the Town will vote to cooperate 
with Public Service Company of New Hampshire in con- 
nection with its plan to raise the height of its dam across 
the Pemigewasset River, at or near Ayers Island, and 
particularly to see whether the Town will vote (a) to 
authorize the Selectmen to relocate and [or] reconstruct 
any portions of any highways (including bridges and 
culverts) that may be flooded or endangered by the 
raising of the water of said river; (b) to discontinue any 
portions of any highways (including bridges and cul- 
verts) which shall be superseded by such relocated and 
[or] reconstructed highways, bridges and [or] culverts. 
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20. To see whether the Town will vote to authorize 
the construction of a wider and more modern bridge in 
place of the New Hampton bridge, so-called, at its pres- 
ent location or at some new location to which it may be 
moved, and if so, upon what terms and conditions. 


Zl. To see whether the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate any money or to take any other action that 
may seem advisable in connection with the subject mat- 
ter of any of the three preceding articles, namely 18, 19, 


and 20. 


22. To see what action the Town will take with 
regard to Band Concerts in the summer time, and to 
raise and appropriate money for the same. 


23. To see if the Town will vote to recondition and 
put Tarvia surface on that part of North Main Street, 
from Gentral Square to top of hill near the residence of 
Arthur Corneau, and to include Union Street, and raise 
and appropriate money for the same. 


24. ‘To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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MINOT-SLEEPER LIBRARY—REPORT OF 
TRUSTEES 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Bristol: 


No outstanding event was chronicled during the year 
just closed. The work has gone on from week to week, 
with the library open to the public each Wednesday and 
Saturday afternoon and evening, barring holidays. Miss 
Mary A. Rogers, the lbrarian, has continued her pains- 
taking work in every particular. 

Pipes have been laid to connect the building with 
the aqueduct system, water being carried into the base- 
ment, with the plan to install a lavatory and toilet in the 
near future. 

In the summer there was an exhibit of books by 
Bristol authors. Children’s Book week and National 
Book week were observed. Special pains have been 
taken to cooperate with the schools in the use of books. 

At the annual meeting, the librarian’s report showed 
17,444 books loaned, of which 9,390 were fiction, 4,586 
were children’s books, 2,608 were non-fiction, and 860 
magazines. Number of patrons of the reading room 
4,129. During the year 168 new books were catalogued, 
and others not yet arrived were ordered. Miscellaneous 
receipts for dues, fines, etc., amounted to $63.80; ex- 
pended for incidentals, $18.28, leaving a balance in the 
hands of the librarian of $55.52. 

Gifts of books have been received from Philip G. 
Bartlett and Miss Frances M. Pray. Still others, from 
the library of the late Hon. Ira A. Chase, for many years 
a trustee, have been added to those already presented 
from his library. 
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The age limit of those entitled to take books from 
the library is now eight years, and the privileges extend 
to people residing in the nearby towns. 

Bristol is fortunate in its splendidly equipped read- 
ing room, made possible by the Minnie Maria Day-Jack- 
man fund. The increasing patronage indicates that the 
public generally appreciates this department of the 
library. Except the current issues, the magazines are 
loaned on the library card, as are the books. Some of 
those which are valuable for future reference, like the 
Geographic and Granite Monthly, are bound; while 
others, which have served their full usefulness in the 
library, are placed where they are much appreciated. 

Magazines to be found on the tables are the best, 
and include American, American Boy, American Girl, 
American Forests and Forestry, Child Life, Junior 
Home, Atlantic, Asia, Century, Geographic, Woman’s 
Home Companion, Granite Monthly, Harper’s, Ladies’ 
Home Journal, Literary Digest, Nature Magazine, Our 
Dumb Animals, Our World, Outlook, Pictorial Review, 
American Issue, St. Nicholas, Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News, Popular Mechanics, World’s Work, Popular 
Science, Modern Priscilla, Current History, Scientific 
American, The Pathfinder, Every Girl, American Home, 
Good Housekeeping, School Arts Magazine, Book Re- 
view Digest, Better Homes and Gardens, Embroideress, 
Scribner’s, Audubon Society of N. H., D. A. R. Magazine, 
American Nature, The Mentor, Vogue, Country Gentle- 
man, and others. A few periodicals are contributed by 
clubs and individuals; but otherwise this reading room 
is supported by the Day-Jackman fund. The Nation’s 
Business is contributed by F. N. Gilman. 

A sign to mark the library is expected from the 
Woman’s club, the trustees at the last annual meeting 
voting to accept sucha gift. At this meeting some plans 
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for beautifying the grounds were considered, the old 
fence which had become unsightly having already been 
removed. 

It is hoped and confidently expected that at some 
future time the library building will be enlarged and 
while there is little space now available for relics, it is 
hoped that single articles or collections which should be 
preserved will be presented to the library trustees, who 
will make the best possible disposition of them now, with 
the expectation of giving them proper display at some 
time. The principal thing is to preserve articles of his- 
toric or other value, even though display cannot be given 
at present. Pictures of early Bristol or early events 
here would be gratefully received. Remember the 
library with gifts, whether small or great. 

The old board of officers is serving another year: 
President, Mr. Ackerman; clerk, Mr. Cavis; treasurer, 
Mr. Dole; executive committee, Mr. Ackerman and Miss 
Musgrove; book committee, Mrs. Ferguson, Miss Mus- 
grove, Mrs. Heath, Mr. Cavis and Mr. Ackerman; libra- 
rian, Miss Rogers; auditor, Mr. Cavis. 

The trustees are sincere in their efforts to increase 
the efficiency of the library in every possible way.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of the Town of Bristol: 


I submit, herewith, my seventh yearly report as 
superintendent of schools. 

The form of the report varies slightly from those of 
other years. You will find reports from the treasurers 
of the Town District and Union School District for the 
year 1928-29 printed separately. Reports of payments 
made by the two school boards for the same year are 
also to be found printed apart from the others. ‘The 
figures to be found in that part of the report consisting 
of four columns are the combined figures of the two 
Districts. 

The school year opened on Sept. 3, 1929, with only 
one change in the teaching force. Miss Cram, who had 
been with us for two years, left in June to be married. 
Miss Elizabeth Clough of Littleton, N. H., a graduate of 
the Plymouth Normal School, of the class of 1929, was 
elected to fill this vacancy. I cannot emphasize too 
much the fact that continued length of service on the 
part of teachers is to the advantage of a school district. 
Changes cannot always be avoided, but too frequent 
changes are bad. 

Because of the small enrollment in the school at 
Profile Falls it seemed wise to close it and transport the 
one pupil entitled to transportation to the vilage school.

Grades IV-V and VI 


For the past two years the fourth and fifth grades 
have been combined and the work handled by one 
teacher. There will be next year in the fourth, fifth and 
sixth grades sixty-eight pupils. I recommend that the 
fifth grade be divided between the fifth and sixth grades 
in such a way as to make the number of pupils.in each 
room more equal. Such a division would give each 
teacher approximately thirty-four pupils. 


Grades VII and VIII 


Two new studies have been introduced into the 
curriculum of the seventh and eighth grades: General 
Science and Vocational Guidance. Both of these have 
been met with great response on the part of the pupils. 

The general science is more than mere text book 
study. A minimum amount of apparatus was purchased 
to meet the needs for demonstration work by the teacher. 
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The teachers report that great interest is manifested by 
the pupils. 

The study of vocational guidance lays before the 
pupil the kinds of work open to him after he leaves 
school. The different positions are described very care- 
fully as to service, preparation, and salary. Most pupils 
do not have any idea what sort of work they want to do. 
This study starts the boy and girl to thinking. I feel 
that it will prove of great value. 


Non-Resident Pupils 


The tuition of non-resident pupils attending the high 
school was raised to eighty dollars per year. — Ele- 
mentary tuition in the grades remains at one and a half 
dollars per week; the tuition charged in the rural school 
is one dollar per week.

The growth of the high school has been remarkable 
since the four years were introduced. 

Below are the figures showing this growth since the 
year ending June, 1923, which was the last year of the 
two year high school:

The expected enrollment at best is only a guess. 
The figures, however, are fairly indicative of what will 
take place. The figures do not include any non-resident 
pupils for grades nine and ten for the year 1931-32. The 
assumption is that there will be some. Bristol is in a 
strategic place to serve as an educational center for a 
group of nearby towns not maintaining a high school. 
If a high standard is set up and maintained the school is. 
bound to attract these outside pupils. Yet without these 
non-resident pupils the enrollment will be around a 
hundred. 

I think it is‘ well to consider at this time what the 
next step in the development of the high school ought 
to be. 

The seating capacity of the main room has been 
reached. The room behind the folding doors now used 
as a laboratory and recitation room is too small for either. 
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If the entire laboratory equipment can be moved into the 
girls’ play room twenty-eight desks can be moved from 
the main room to this room. Such a change will result 
in a larger recitation room, a larger laboratory, and less 
congestion in the main room. 

The next step in the development of the high school 
is the introduction of a practical arts course for the boys. 

At present there are three courses of study: classical, 
commercial, and business. The classical prepares for 
college. The commercial and business courses differ 
only in that the commercial course has stenography and 
the business course does not. 

The girls are taken care of very well in the classical 
and commercial courses. This is not true of the boys. 
There should be something designed to fit the needs of 
the boys in school. | 

Sixty-six of the present enrollment are taking work 
in the commerce department. Of these, twenty‘nine 
are boys. The equipment of this department is over- 
taxed. 

Rather than spend more money to increase the 
equipment here it would seem wise to consider the possi- 
bility of introducing a practical arts course. Such a 
course is now being prepared by the State Board of 
Education to meet especially the needs of small high 
schools whose enrollment is about a hundred pupils. It 
will cover four years and can be taught by one man who 
has been trained to handle such work. I recommend 
for your consideration such a course for boys. 

I wish to thank the members of the combined boards 
for their interest shown in the problems one meets in 
school administration and their willingness to keep the 
schools on a high plane.
